Prices in U.S. 
Rose by 2.3% 
For October

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 CWPi. 
—Wholesale prices raced ahead 
another- 2.3 per cent last month, 
the government said today, but 
there were some signs in the num- 
bers that the basic Inflation rate 
in the economy may be lessening 
a little. 

That basic rate could fall a lot 
and still be high, however. The 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
its wholesale price Index has now 
gone up 22.6 per cent in the last 
year, the most in any 12-montjb 
span since 1947. 

The Increase in the last 12 
months is about two-fifths of the 
total increase in the last 12 yeayrs. 

The hopeful signs in today’s 
statistics did not. extend to food 
prices. The bureau- said that 
prices in the farm-food sector 
led the. way upward in October, 
rocketing ahead 4.7 per cent ‘after 
the usual adjustments for normal 
seasonal fluctuations. 

These wholesale price increases 
will show up- at retail $q the 
months ahead. Seine have al- 
ready. "The bureau said 'whole- 
sale prices of “consumer- finished” 
foods — foods ready to gb into.' 
grocery stores— nose an adjusted 
4:per cent last month. 

The ray of optimism • came 
from industrial prices— til the 
wholesale prices in the economy 
outside the farm-food sector. 

In each of the first eight 
mcthzfas of this year, industrial 
prices increased 2 per cent or 
more.-as much or more as they

Says West Must Act 

Oil Crisfe Survival Plan 
Set Forth by Kissinger 


CHICAGO. Nor. 14 <AF>.— 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer said today that Western 
Europe and Japan must im- 
mediately join the United States 
in a cooperative effort to meet 
the global energy crisis or they 
will face international chaos and 
an ultimate loss of freedom. 

In a speech prepared ior a 
University of Chicago fund -rac- 
ing dinner. Mr. Kissinger aimed 
his most militant words to date 
more at the industrialized nations 
than, at the oil-producing coun- 
tries who triggered the oil crisis. 

“It is our liberty that, in site 
end. is at stake." be said, “and it 
is only through the concerted ac- 
tions of the industrialized democ- 
racies that it will be maintain- 
ed.” 

Mr. Kissinger outlined a five- 
point program for dealing bo;b 
with the supply of oil and the 
problems arising from rhe tre- 
mendous flow of Western cur- 
rency to the petroleum-producing 
nations. 

As if to underline the crucial 
importance he places on solidarity 
among the industrialized world, 
only one of the fire paints dealt 
specifically with the producing 
countries. 

The Program 

The points weie: 

• An acceleration of national 
programs of energy conservation, 
primarily by reducing demand, so 
that dependence on impnrtpd oil 
is cut over the next decade “to 
no more than one-fifth” of the 
industrialized world's total energy 
consumption. 

Continuation of the develop- 


&J2 approach oniy weakens the 
West arc. increases the f inanc ial 
problem:, -enttt the consumers 
develop a coiierent approach to 
their c !i problems." he said, 
"Qiseusiicns with the producers

At tills point in his 6,000-woid 


speech, Mr. Kissinger warned the 
oil nations not to raise prices 
while the West struggles for a 
common position. Such an effort, 
he said sternly, “would be dis- 
ruptive and dangerous." 

The United States would never 
tolerate any use of oil to extort 
changes in basic American policy, 
he said, adding. “The United 
States will never permit itself to 


be held hostage— politically or 
economically. ’’ 

To implement his five points, 
Mr. Kissinger provided these de- 
tails: 

• As its part of reducing the 
need for imported oil, the United 
States will cut its imports over 
the next 10 years from seven 
million barrels a day to one mil-

As part of this point. Mr. Kis- 
singer proposed creation of a com- 
mon loan and guarantee facility 
to redistribute or recycle among 
the industrialized nations in the 
next two years up to $50 billion 
of the money being reinvested in 
the West by the on-rich nations. 

• The Industrial West must 
continue aiding at least at current 
levels the underdeveloped coun- 
tries that are hardest hit by the 
high cost of ail. Mr. Kissinger 
included food aid in this category. 

• Only after “the consumers 
have taken some collective steps 
toward a' durable solution* will 
it be possible to bring the oil- 
producing nations into a con- 
ference “to establish a fair and 
durable long-term relationship." 

Mr. Kissinger said that the oil 
■ producers now. “are able to 
manipulate prices at will and with 
apparent impunity. . . They are 
not moved by our alarms about 
the health of the Western world." 

The only way to convince them 
of the need tor restraint, the 
secretary of state indicated, was 
for the West to develop a strong, 
determined and unified program 
to meet any further pressures 
from the producers. 

Paris Plan Rejected 

By ref usin g UB. participation 
in any large consumer-producer 
oil conferences Mr. Kissinger di- 
rectly attacked programs propos- 
ed by some European countries, 
particularly Prance. The Paris 
government has sought such a 
large-scale conference while push- 
ing for separate, bilateral ar- 
rangements with the oil-rich 
Arab nations.

There were two craters four 
feet deep in the main square, and 
the window glass of a large new 
mosque was scattered on the 
ground. . Six stone- end-cement 
buildings were demolished and 
10 automobiles damaged. 

Townspeople said the shells be- 
gan to fall outside the residential 
area shortly after midnight and 
then scored hits in the town it- 
self, which has a Palestinian 
refugee camp on its outskirts.

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Egypt Would Bar 
All Vessels Even 
After It Is Gear

CAIRO, Nov. 14 iNTT.' . — Egypt 
stated for the first time un- 
equivocally today that unless Is- 
rael agreed to another major 
military withdrawal on the Sinai 
front, the Suez Canal would re- 
main closed to international 
shipping alter clearing operations 
ore completed next spring. 

The government’s position was 
stated by Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy at a closed session of the 
National Assembly last night and 
made public by Cairo newspapers 
today. 

It reflects a hardening of Egyp- 
tian policies in the face of what 
officials here call the disappoint- 
ing . pace of American mediation 
efforts. 

UB. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger negotiated the first 
Egyptian - Israeli disengagement 
agreement last January. Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat was wide- 
ly reported to have given verbal 
assurance that Egypt would start 
clearing the canal and rebuilding 
the destroyed cities on its banks. 
The Implication at the time was 
that the canal would be opened 
to international shipping as soon 
as this becomes technically 
feasible. 

But informed diplomats here 
maintain that Mr. Sadat expected 
progress toward an Israeli- Arab 
settlement to be much swifter 
than it turned out to be in real- 
ity. The Egyptians assumed that 
there would be a second Israeli 
withdrawal long before the clear- 
ing operations in the canal would 
be finished, Egyptian sources say. 

Mr. Fahmy s statement has the 
effect of making the opening of 
the canal a crucial bargaining 
point in the talks that Mr. Kis- 
singer is expected to hold with 
the two sides next month, prob- 
ably during a new visit to the 
area. 

Mr. Fahmy said, “The Sues 
Canal will not be reopened to 
world shipping until there has 
been a complete Israeli with- 
drawal east of the canal so as to 
make the waterway and the cities 
safe against Israeli surprise 
attack.” 

[Mr. Fahmy said Egypt will 
not reopen the canal until Is- 
rael pulls its troops “deep into 
Sinai, enough to guarantee safe- 
ty of shipping against any at- 
tacks,” but did not specify how 
deep Israel should pull back, the 
Associated Press reported.]

In Press Law 
Stirs Protest

SAIGON, Nov. 14 fWP>.- 

Forty-four National Assembly dep- 
uties walked oat in protest today 
as a pro-government majority 
passed a new press law that 
liberalises some provisions of the 
old one but retains all the key in- 
gredients of government press 
censorship. 

The new law, which passed 
76-0. now goes to the Senate, 
where it is considered sure of ap- 
proval. 

President Nguyen Van Tliieu 
promised in his Oct. 1 speech to 
the nation that he would take 
steps to liberalize press censor- 
ship in the face of anti-govern- 
ment street protests by newsmen. 

But newsmen, publishers and 
opposition politicians today de- 
nounced the new assembly-passed 
law as meaningless. 

“This is still a worse press law 
than we had under the French 
colonialists,*' opposition Deputy 
Ho Ngoc Nhuan said. 

“It’S Thieu’s law, not the peo- 
ple’s.” said Deputy Nguyen Van 
Binh, chairman of the Struggle 
Committee for Press Freedom. 

Saigon is a lively newspaper 
town with 16 Vietnamese -lan- 
guage dailies and 10 Chinese. 
Thus, the press censorship issue 
has seemed to spark a real public 
response. 

On Oct. 10 newsmen formed the 
core of one of the larger anti- 
government marches of the last 
few months and they have joined 
forces with the Catholic anti-cor- 
ruption movement and a Bud- 
dhist political front calling for 
peace, two of the largest anti- 
government groups now active. 

Saigon has been generally quiet 
since these groups clashed violent- 
ly with police in street marches 
on Oct. 31. 

The liberalized press law passed 
today abolishes the $30,000 de- 
posit required of all ropers and 
kept by the government to insure 
payment of any court fines 
against the papers. 

Fines Reduced 

The new law also reduced the 
maximum fines against papers 
from $7,500 for each guilty verdict 
and reduced maximum prison 
terms for publishers from five 
years to two. 

Trials of newspaper publishers 
will no longer be held in military 
field courts, but in civilian court, 
the new law decrees. 

Newspapers will still be sub- 
mitted dally to the government 
censors in the Information Min- 
istry and the censors will retain 
their power to order items of 
news deleted or to confiscate 
entire press runs of papers. 

Furthermore, according to po- 
litical observers here, Mr. Tbieu 
appears to remain steadfast in his 
desire to control strictly the con- 
tent of newspapers despite his 
firing on Oct. 24 of his zealous 
Information Minis ter Hoang Due 
Nha. who was a target of the 
press freedom movement.

Strikes continue to disrupt 
British life, as workers try to 
win pay increases to keep abreast 
of the Increase to living costs. In 
London alone to recent weeks 
there have been extensive Inter- 
ruptions in mall service, milk 
deliveries, garbage collection and 
train sen-ice. 

In the farmlands, cattlemen 
have been sending their calves 
to slaughter rather than fatten- 
ing them, because the prices they 
can receive for mature animals 
do not cover the cost of raising 
them. At the same time, con- 
sumers are buying less beef, be- 
cause of Its high price. 

-In the Shetland Islands north' 
of Scotland, thousands of sheep 
that should have been sent to 
slaughterhouses on the mainlan d 
are still roaming the countryside. 
Prices were so low that livestock 
men refused to sen them. Spring 
lamb is quickly becoming the au- 
tumn's mutton. 

The situation to heavy industry 
is equally difficult. Strikes in the 
British automobile industry en- 
abled foreign manufacturers to 
win a record 33.5 per cent of tbe 
domestic car market last month. 
Meanwhile, car exports have 
fallen. 

Strikes also have caused steel 
production to run far behind last 
year’s levels at a time of heavy 
demand. As a result, it is now 
almost certain that Britain will 
become a net importer of steel 
this year for the first time to 
history. 

Lord Robe ns, chairman of 
Vickers Ltd. and former chair- 
man of the National Coal Board, 
Issued a gloomy appraisal of 
British labor relations in a speech 
last week. 

“Here, in my view, lies the 
Achilles heel of our society to- 
day," he said. "It lies in the 
almost unbelievable, self-destruc- 
tive industrial relations of this 
century.”

LaRue Says fee Always Felt 
Payments Were for Silence 



WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 f AF). 
— Frederick LaRue, a self-admit- 
ted central figure in the Water- 
gate cover-up, testified today that 
he believed from the start that 
the total of almost half a million 
dollars paid to the original Water- 
gate defendants was meant to buy 
their silence. 

During two days of questioning 
by assistant special prosecutor 
Richard Ben-Venlste at the Wa- 
tergate oover-up trial, LaRue Im- 
plicated all five of the defendants. 

Mr. Ben-Veniste asked LaRue, 
"From the time of -the first pay- 
ments, what was their purpose?” 

"Well,, the purpose was to ful- 
fill commitments that had been 
made to the defendants.” LaRue 
answered. "If their commitments 
weren’t kept, the defendants 
might divulge certain informa- 
tion they that might lead the 
Watergate episode right back to 
CRF [the Committee for the Re- 
Election of the President]. 

LaRue also told of a March 21, 
1973, telephone call from former 
White House counsel John Dean 
3d. LaRue said that Dean in- 
formed him that Watergate con- 
spdratoriHbward Hunt jr. was' de- 
manding an additional $135,900. 
In th e same call, LaRue testified, 
“Mr. Dean informed me be would 
no longer be in the money busi- 
ness.” . .

ROME, Nov. 14 (WP) .—Norway 

baa become the first of the rich, 
Western nations to try to curb 

the mating 1 of grain by animals— 
which is considered harmful to 
the health of the human con- 
sumer of the animals and waste- 
ful of the world's limited grain 
supply. 

Government policies to change 
the' population's eating habits, 
conserve grain and lower the 
country's dependence on imports 
of feed were explained at the 
UN’s World Food Conference here 
today by members of tbe Norwe- 
gian delegation. 

“1 think the United States can 
do gnmpthfng also— and I think 
you should," Prof. Kaare Norum, 
of the University of Oslo, said at 
a news conference. 


Norway's efforts to get the food 
conference to adopt a resolution 
declaring that the "diet of the 
developed countries, should not be 
taken as a model of a satisfactory 
state of nutrition” have focused 
attention on the growing problem 
of overconsumption in the West. 
A number of delegates say that if 
the Western countries cut down 
their consumption of grain-fat- 
tened beef, hogs and poulfey. mil- 
lions of tons of grain would be 
freed for export to needy coun- 
tries whore human beings eat 
grain directly. 

Only about 10 per cent of the 
U.S. com crop is consumed by 
humans. The rest goes to animals

He not 
dramatized the famous work— who 
could? — but merely placed several 
of its incidents on the stage. 
Though the production is throng- 
ed with crowds, it is basically a 
one-man show, with Barrault 
never absent from the proceedings 
and reciting Nietzsche's intoxicat- 
ing proclamations frantically, 
even hysterically, and occa s io n ally 
rushing down the aisles to do so. 

Much of the imagery is of over- 
whelming beauty: the night song, 
the fountain song and other 
magnificent passages that have 
been included. There is theatrical 
subtlety in the staging of the 
tbe Last Supper mockery, but tbe 


ryxstTiming and wigs and whiskers 
and makeup are grotesquely ug’y 
and the "play’' moves at fitful 
pace, suffering from lack of form. 
In all, a weird spectacle, one tired 
with magnificent language, but 
dramatically chaotic.

Akira Kurosawa's “Dories’ Ca- 
den” <at the Ely sees Lincoln > is a 
motion picture of extraordinary 
beauty and power.

Turner Bicentenary Exhibition

I ONDON, Nov. 14 >IHTp.— T he 
talk of the 1801 exhibition at 
tiie Royal Academy of Arts was 
“Dutch Boats tn a Gale," one of 
six paintings subnutted by Wil- 
liam Turner. It was universally 
prai-id by his seniors, a praise 
sunvnanzed by the American- 
born president of the Royal Acad- 
emy. Benjamin West, who spoke 
of ,■ f as "what Rembrandt 
thought of but could not do.” 

’D'j'.ch ^Boats'— known from 
the collection for which it was 
erieJhilJy iomnustioned as “The 
Bridg^waMF Sea Piece”— appears 
once rr.ore&t the Royal Academy 
with <550 df Turner’s most im- 
portin' piece*. Tbe most sig- 
nifies r*. exhibition ever of his 
work, it Celebrates the bicen- 
tenary of -JiiE birth. Paintings 
have bteit borrowed from the 
royal collections, from the best of 
the British ^collections public and 
private, and from Boston. Chi- 
cago. Washington, Cambridge, 
Mass T.ithtm , Paris and Mel- 
boumo. There are 150 personal 
Items catalogued separately, which 
include Turner’s spectacles, his 
stud:o catalogues, travel diaries, 
notebooks, and his will. 

Bom in the center of London 
In 177?. the son of a Covent Gar- 
den barber, who encouraged his 
-eon’s early efforts by displaying 
and selling his drawings from his 
barbershop window. Turner was 
sent, at the age of 10, to stay with 
an uncle in the country. There 
he was able to observe the River 
Thames, the changing lights and 
shades of which had already cap- 
tivated the boy in town. The 
Tham es flows by tbe cottage of 
his retirement, in Cbelsea, which 
had a flat roof where, according 
to the catalogue, “he would be 
often at daybreak watching the 
scenery of the river. The upper, 
or western, view, he called the 
English view, and that down the 
river, the Dutch view." 

Not surprisingly, the Thames 
features in many of Turner's oils. 
Notable in this exhibition are a 
number of the sketches on wood 
panels he did of the upper 
Thames between 1808 and 1812: 
tbe large 1809 oil entitled “Lon- 
don,” which is a prospect of 
Greenwich Naval Academy and 
the Thames from the heathland 
above; “Mortlake Terrace: Sum- 
mer Evening” ^loaned by the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, Washing- 
ton*, which is one of two por- 
trayals of w illia m Moffat’s river- 
side house (the other, subtitled 
“Early Summer Morning,” Is in 
the Rick collection in New York) ; 
and "Thames Above Waterloo 
Bridge,” painted in the mid-1830s 
as a counter to Constable's 


“Whitehall Stairs ■’ ol a few years 
before. 

Turner was fascinated by wa- 
tery places. In all his travels, 
Venice, therefore, was the city 
which most inspired him, A 
whole section of the exhibition is 
given to his first Italian visit 
in 1313. Another section spe- 
cifically covers subsequent visits 
to Venice and the resultant work, 
from 1833 to 1845. 

Some of these later Venetian 
pieces are watercolors. as. are the 
great collection of Swis* land- 
scapes Turner made from 1840 to 
134S. It should be understood that 
a Turner walerco!or bears little 
relation to the innocuous topo- 
graphical drawing usually indicat- 
ed by that name. Hawbeswortp 
Fawkes, son of one of Turner's 
friend.: rmrf patron;., tells how the 
artist first soaked tbe paper with 
very watery paint: then tore at 
it with “his eagle-claw of a 
thumbnail. 1 ’ Slowly from what 
appeared to be a scrubbed, 
scratched and soaked pulp, a 
finished and finely balanced 
drawing appeared. 

This technique, which he also 
adapted to oils, lent itself to tbe 
portrayal of atmosphere— sea, sky, 
smoke. And Turner’s insatiable 
curiosity and extraordinary visual 
memory— a storm at sea which 
be had observed appeared 40 
years later in the near-abstract 
“Snow-Storm: Steamboat off a 
Harbor's Mouth"— enabled him 
over and over io recapture atmo- 
sphere in a way that not even 
the best of French impressionism 
could equal. 


Bv the terms of his bequest to 
the nation, Turner hid hoped thai 
the bulk of his 350 oils and 20,000 
drawings and watercolors should 
be kept together and displayed 
in a specially built gallery. In the 
event, the Turner bequest was 
divided among several public col- 
lections, so that this exhibition is 
the first time Ms wish has been 
fulfilled- Almost all the great 
landscapes arc here: the classical 
pieces, the magnificent French 
riverc series, the terrifying “Burn- 
ing of the Houses of Parliament, 
ih* memorial “Pence; Burial 
Sea' 1 and the apocalyptic “Angel 
Standing in the Sun.” 

Fer many years, Turns c was 
professor, of perspective at the 
Royai Academy schools. One day, 
a student asked Prof. Tumor to 
define painting. He scratched his 
head, mumbled to himself, and 
then, glancing sideways at his 
interlocutor, observed: “Painting 
my boy? Painting's a run. thins, 
a very rum thing.”— an ap- 
propriate definition from a master 
who fsdd of himself, -indistinct- 
ness is my forte."

French Win

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Good Causes and Bad Cases 


At Gbe opening of the debate on Palestine 
hi the UN General Assembly, two good causes 
Were at issue: the state of Israel and the 

{Tate of the Palestinian people. And the 
advocates of both made out bad cases for 
their respective clients. 

The appearance of Yassir Arafat in the 
podium, a professed revolutionary against a 
state that Is not only a member but, in 
terms of International law. a creation of the 
iUN, was In Itself a grievous error by the 
General Assembly, one that was compounded 
by the more zealous supporters of Israel in 
the United States by threats and demonstra- 
tions against him. as wen as by Israel itself 
through attacks on guerrilla bases In 
Lebanon. 

And Arafat’s long speech, capitalizing on 
his newly-won world forum, was not only 
replete with radical jargon and dubious his- 
tory, but set up the proposition that the 
UN reverse the course It set 26 years ago, 
wipe out the state of Israel and set up in 
place of that functioning and well-establish- 
ed organism a new sovereignty, embracing 
all of Palestine, and based on no traditions 
more substantial than the commando groups 
Which have arisen there since the end of 
World War 2X To be sure, Arafat said he was 
holding out an olive branch, and that he 
hoped to see a Palestine In which Moslem. 
Christian and Jew would live In peace and 
equality. But what is there In the brief and 
Violent history of Palestinian nationalism 


since the breakup of the Ottoman Empire, or 
in Arafat’s own career, that provides any 
promise of such a conclusion? 

The Israeli reply, delivered by its chief UN . 
delegate. Yosef Tekoah, made as much of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization's ••murder- 
ous ideology,* as Arafat had done of Israeli 
••barbarism and terrorism.” The death and 
destruction that the Holy Land has known 
from the beginning of the British Mandate, 
to go back no further Into history. Is a de»- 
pressing record of man's inhumanity to man. 
But any reasonable effort to disentangle the 
twisted rights and aspirations of the races 
and religions that dwell on, or look toward, 
that fated stretch of land cannot deal wholly 
in mutual recriminations, nor in absolute^ 
And Israel apparently persists as strongly ia 
opposing any Palestinian state, apart from 
Jordan, as Arafat’s following insists upon its 
claim to ail of Palestine. Neither of these 
contentions holds out any prospect of peace 
for the Middle East 

The Palestinian Issue is too complex, the 
bitterness underlying it too intense, the 
practical problems of living and working in a 
land which is rich only in the Ideas that 
have dawned there too great, to be resolved 
by mere words or handclaps. Both sides must 
make more genuine effort at understanding, 
of themselves, each other and the territory 
they Inhabit, if they are to break the cycle 
of violent words and deeds that dooms them 
to be prisoners of the sterile and wasteful 
aspect of their joint history. 


Pretoria and the UN 


The UN General Assembly has done some- 
thing indefensible, suspending South Africa 
because an assembly majority wished to pro- 
test Pretoria’s Internal policies. Very few 
states could pass the arbitrary, interven- 
tionist political test which the majority ap- 
plied to South Africa. What states have not. 
In the eyes of their adversaries, infringed on 
human rights or held on to territory not 
properly their own? The Soviet Union, for 
Instance, has over the years taken territory 
Efrom some 15 of the 16 states it borders: it 
Is, Incrontrovertibly, a police state. All too 
many African and Arab states practice at 
home policies of the grimmest and most 
repressive sort. It is a serious question, 
moreover, whether the General Assembly's 
hypocrisy and showboating will help or hurt 
the cause of racial justice in South Africa. 
Does the majority care? 

Needless to say, there Is not the slightest 
justification In the UN Charter for the as- 
sembly's action In suspending Pretoria for 
this current session. On the contrary, the 
fundamental principle of universality has 
been violated— the very principle which, 
many had hoped, had been confirmed once 
and for all by the seating of Peking. The 
United States and 21 other members voted 
against suspension. We wonder, however, if 
the United States does not condone the as- 
sembly action — and thereby encourage the 
assembly to use the same tactic again, per- 
haps next against Israel — by continuing to 
participate in the work of this assembly ses- 
sion. For the United States to suspend Its 
participation until the principle of univer- 
sality had been reaffirmed would add sub- 
stance to its belief In that principle, as no 
speech or vote can. Self-suspension would 


no more amount to approval of South Afri- 
can apartheid than participation would 
amount to approval of, say. the slave tirade 
in Saudi Arabia. The United States could 
continue Its work in other branches of the 
UN. Such a step would be criticized by some 
other nations, and it would probably nourish 
—to the detriment of other American In- 
terests— the neo-lsolationist current in Amer- 
ican life. It would be, in short, a difficult 
and important decision. 

Meanwhile, students of international life 
can contemplate this spectacle On one day 
the General Assembly removes the seat, and 
silences the voice and vote, of a duly consti- 
tuted member, a sovereign state, whose 
domestic policies it professes to abhor. On 
the very next day, the same assembly gives 
a hearing to the chief of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — an outfit - that Is 
not content merely to object to the internal 
policies of another member and sovereign 
state. Israel, but actually challenges its very 
existence as a nation. For all that Yassir 
Arafat’s speech on Wednesday was a distinct 
disappointment to those who hope he will 
contribute constructively to a Mideast settle- 
ment. We happen to believe It is better to 
Impose upon the FLO the responsibility of 
operating within a political forum than to 
leave it with no perceived alternative to 
terror. The very same logic, however, should 
be applied to Pretoria. The PLO and Pre- 
toria both have their respective places-— the 
former as a guest, the latter as a member- 
in the General Assembly, and for exactly 
the same reason: so that they can better be 
held to the standards of responsibility and 
respectability which, ideally, the inter- 
national community upholds.

Off Limits 


President Ford acted with commendable 
promptness in administering a public rebuke 
to Gen. George Brown, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, for his offensive and 
Ignorant remarks about what he termed ex- 
cessive “Jewish influence” on national pol- 
icies. Underscoring his displeasure over mis- 
leading and inflammatory' statements made 
by the country’s highest-ranking military 
officer, Mr. Ford has assured the American 
people that these views in- no way represent 
the opinions of any other senior military or 
civilian official in his adminstration. 

Despite his emphatic denials of anti- 
Bemitlc motives, the general’s opinions, 
which he expressed during a questlon-and- 
answer session at a Duke University Law 


School forum last month, unfortunately can 
only be read as a perpetuation of the myths 
on which bigotry has fed for centuries, here 
and abroad. 

Pentagon regulations clearly prohibit of- 
ficers on active duty from engaging in polit- 
ical oratory and propaganda activities. By- 
suggesting that a Jewish lobby be held re- 
sponsible for any hardships that a future 
Arab oil embargo might Impose on the Amer- 
ican people, Gen. Brown has clearly violated 
that rule. Whatever his intent, the effect of 
his words was tantamount to inflammatory 
propaganda. The general’s Indiscretion un- 
derscores the wisdom of keeping the military 
out of politics and the need to return to a 
strict Interpretation of that principle.

IsraeVs Austerity Measures 
Israel's dramatic austerity measures could 
hardly have come at a more sensitive 
moment politically. Its dwindling foreign 
currency reserves contrast sharply with the 
lush surpluses enjoyed by the oil-producing 
Arab countries. Its security Is becoming ever 
more expensive and the balance of power 
is not shifting in its favor. Some Arabs will 


doubtless be encouraged to believe that what 
they have not yet won by wax and negotia- 
tion they could still win by economic attri- 
tion. This is almost certainly to under- 
estimate the resilience of the Israelis and 
the help which they can still expect from 
abroad, but the general direction in which 
the tide is flowing can scarcely bring much 
comfort to Israel.

WTASHINGTON^— Secretary of 
vv state Kissinger has danger- 
ously mlsjudged Boviet intentions

Its authors, Mihajio Mesaroric ' 
and Eduard Pestel, say industrial- 
ized counties must stop “further 
overdevelopment’* and limit their 
use of finite resources, in order 
to help others Had a way out . 
of poverty. Then, in a sentence, - 
they say out loud what worries 
many thoughtful persons looking 
at the future in an unequal 
world: 

“Unless this lesson is learned 
in time, there will 'be a thou- 
sand desperadoes terrorizing those ‘ 
who are now rich, and eventually 
nuclear blackmail and terror will 
paralyze further orderly devel- 
opment.”

Arabs Said to Want Share in Oil Retailing 


Co. is still advising clients to 
hold out for March sugar at

Other dealers also feel that 
1975 will bring periods of acute 
shortages which could last until 
the autumn beet harvests came 
in. Reasons cited for the short- 
ages: 

• Continued rains in central 
and western Europe. There are 
reports of heavy rainfall and 
sodden ground around toe Polish- 
Soviet border, a major beet-grow- 
ing area, and Poland has stopped 
exports. 

• Renewed reports from the 
Philippines of hurricane damage 
to its sugarnane crops. The Phil- 
ippines also recently sold more 
than 400,000 tons to Japan. The 
Philippines has also halted ex- 
ports. 

• Heavy Soviet buying of un- 
specified quantities of sugar, and 
buying in. excess of 50,000 tons 
by Hungary from the free mar- 
ket. a rare occurrence.

The “ultimate" tiima of Arab oil 
policy is to move ‘'downstream’’ 
Into the refining, distribution and 
consumer marketing of Arab cd 
throughout toe world, a con- 
sultant to the Saudi Arabian gov- 
ernment said yesterday. 

Saud Shawwaf. whose clients 
also include. major oil company 
and toe Chase Manha ttan Bank, 
said Arabian Gulf producers want 
to expand their activities in 
petroleum and that companies 
that want to do business with the 
Arabs will have to supply the ex- 
pertise to help In the broadening 
control. Mr. Shawwaf stressed 
that he was not voicing any offi- 
cial policy. 

Asked later if toe policy meant, 
for example, Arab-owned gasoline 
stations in the United States. Mr. 
Sh&wwal said. “That’s the thrust 
of it, but of course 1 it depends on 
what toe national oil companies 
in toe consuming countries do.” 

Won’t Nationalize 

Speaking at a conference cn 
“oil and governments Mr. Shaw- 
waf ruled out any at:.?mpt by the 
Arabs to nationalize :he compa- 
nies- pumping oil arcana the 
Arabian Gulf, saying they are 
“very satisfied" with their cur- 
rent 60-per-cent ownei=fc:p of the 
companies. 

He said, however, that “old” 
companies currently drawing oil 
from Arab wells will have to sup- 
ply toe technical and managerial 
“know-how" to help build the 
Arab refining, processing and dis- 
tribution systems. 

New companies that want to be- 
come part of the Arab oil busi- 
ness, he said, will have to oiler 
“package deal" plans, under 
which they would supply expertise 
in fields unrelated to oil— for ex- 
ample, agriculture. 

Role Has Changed 

Mr. Shawwaf specifically spoke 
ot holding companies. In which 
oil plays only a small part. “Con- 
glomerates would be welcome ia 
Arab countries," he said in re-

Inventories increased S2.7 bil- 
lion at the manufacturing level. 
«s.i billion at retail and 5590 mil- 
lion at -wholesale. 

Inventories at the end of Sep- 
tember were equal to 1.5 months’ 
sales, up from L47 for August.

The story begins in South Viet- 
nam, where a quasi- Journalist 
named John Converse decides to 
invest hi* nest eg g in the “three 
keys of sfcag.” picks It up from 
an American connection and 
passes it on to a Marine buddy 
of his name d Raymond Hicks , 
who is supposed to smuggle it. 
Stateside p™* pass .it to Con- 
verse's wife. Marge, who in turn 
will TjnirmH it for a clear $30,000 
profit. All goes according to plan 
untQ Finfa gets the ' Btnff to 
San Prandsco. But then— in a 
series of scenes so elliptical and 
hip to the vernacular of the drug 
culture that by comparison, read- 
ing George V. Higgins and John 
he Carre seems like decoding 
“Pat the Bunny" — Hicks and his 
drugs get intercepted by operators 

connected with a federal regula- 
tory agency; Hicks and Marge 
Converse grab the heroin and 
run for a hippie retreat cm a 
mount&intop near - the M e gri c a n 
border; the feds take Converse 
as a hostage to ransom back the 
heroin; and the parties converge 
on the mountain to oontest the 
evil treasure. 


on the almost hallucinogenic 
atmosphere the early scenes 
e stablish — on the emotional level, 
the story is a “bad trip." But 
the two levels don’t really fit 
together; the elaborate plotting 
of the story’s second half seem* 
a bit trivial after the nightmarish 
experience of reading its first 
half. 
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‘What does It all add up to? 
Considerably more than the pre- 
cautionary tale of human greed 
. and corruption it seems to be on 
the surface.- - Trues MT. Stone 
repeats same of the relatively 
minor artistic miytfli»»« he. made 
% in “A nan of Mirrors." .Just as 
^the various levels of reality ha 
. ^his first, novel at times seemed 
^roonsistent withxme another, the 
togs of “Dog Soldiers" -does not 
always dovetail with Its. larger 
purjfcee. Fen- instance, so brutal 
■ and 'amoral are .the two agents 
provocateurs who kidnap. Coif 
verse Cone.' of them - is - an ex> 
convict , who once beat' a' high 
— school classmate' td" death with 
a tire iron just for catching him 
trying- to sneak into a movie 
theater), and so extreme axe the 
■ methods they use to pry- infor- 
mation jtrom Converse- (at one 
point, tliey press his face against 
the burner of an- electric stove), 
that one's .sensibilities quickly 
grow numb,, and it becomes dif- 
ficult to keep one’s nerve endings 
rece pti ve to the novel’s more 
- subtle. Ironies. 


But the effect of the whole has 
great power nonetheless. The 
three kilos of heroin become s 
resonant metaphor for the cor- 
ruption that spreads as a result 
of America’s involvement in Viet- 
nam. The drugs axe supplied by 
a Vietcong colonel who was once 
“an idealist” (“He used to be a 
very gung ho soldier at one 
time.") but who now wants to- 
“flnd out what all the bed 
thin gs in the world are and [get 
himself] one of each.” They 
are sold to Converse by Char- 
mian, a woman with shady con- 
nections to corrupt Washington 
politicians In her past, who now 
works in Saigon because sbe 
“likes" it (“It was a bit like 
Washington. People were nice."). 

And the drugs are fought over by 
federal agents whose onlv interest- 
in than Is to turn them to their 
own profit (the leader of the 
agents has indirect connections 
with Channian) : by Raymond 
Hi cky, who attaches no meaning 
to them at all, except as another 
object to be handled with “cool" 
(“It was a source of pride to 
Hicks that he was at home 
in the world of objects. He 
believed that his close and re- 
spectful study of Japanese cul- 
ture had enabled Hm to manip- 
ulate matter in a simple disci- 
plined maimer, to move things 
correctly . . .- Even dealing, he 
endeavored to maintain spiritual 
life."); and by Marge Converse, 
who simply needs them to sus- 
tain her growing habit. Da? 
soldiers all, they are— the people 
who fight without questionirc 
the issues.

Flyers Put 
Nets Style 
in Hockey

Nov. 14 
i NYT>.— "N& player is an 
individual" growled 
Shero four years ago.

players must conform.” He 
was talking aa U:e new coach 
of a groveling team called the 
Philadelphia Flyers, another 
joke in the City of Brotherly 
Love's sports stories. 

Mustaches, long hair — never, 
shouted Shero, his close-crop- 
ped hair bristling. Long hair 
was not only nonconformist, 
but “the players could catch 
cold if they leave their dress- 
ing room with their long hg.tr wet," Shero said. A year later 
the Flyers had. hair. Cowboy Bill Flett looked as if he were 
trying out for the lead in a passion play. Bobby Clarke looked 
like a toothless Shirley Temple. Flyer personnel had all sorts 
of hair, from Flett’s beard to the optometrist’s goatee. 

It hasn’t hurt a bit. The Flyers are the defending Stanley 
Cup champions, a team that started in 1967 without a sidebum. 
Now, even Shero wears a Fu Manchu mustache. 

“You have to learn to adjust with the times. VThat the 
heli,” he explains. 

The contrast between Shero and his team, and the Rangers 
and their coach, Ehniig Francis, is sharp. About the time the 
Flyers were created, Francis started to make his presence felt 
on the club, weeding out smaller, poorer players, bringing in 
more talent. The result has been extraordinary: Only one 
coach in league history over the long haul has a better won- 
lost percentage than Francis has. But Francis hasn't won a 
Stanley Cup or finished first— and the Flyers have. 

So this year the new Garden front office said in effect: 
“Look, you’re not winning it without mustaches. See if you 
can win it with mustaches.” Francis now permits mustaches. 

Now they are individuals again. Derek Sanderson— the 
same player who Insisted that when he raised his fingers to 
Garden fans he was making the peace sign— has become a 
Ranger. Greg Polis, an intuitive left wing, is now a Ranger. 
Some rookies have actually been given a chance, for a change. 
The New Yorkers, on paper, have a new loot. 

While they have finally made it to the second half of this 
century, they are by no means radicalized. But Shero, who 
quit the Rangers organization because Francis never gave him 
a chance to mana ge in the big leagues, has become a sort of 
Abbie Hoffman figure to hockey players.
